SUBJECT: SSCI's Scheduled July Charter Legislation Hearings

Mr. Norton also mentioned that he had contacted Don Massey, OLC, to 


request the names of academics who have worked with CIA and who 
would be willing totestify. Mr. Norton said that his request was in 
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regard to the fact that Admiral Turner had mentioned in his debate 
with Morton Halperin in New Haven that academics do cooperate 
without naming anyone in particular. Iasked Mr. Norton specifically 
if he wanted names of campuses or specific individuals. He indi- 
cated that he was interested in specific names. I said we'd get back 
to him.
